FRANK JAMES HURLSTONE 
1893-1959 


When death came suddenly to Frank 
Hurlstone at his home in the early morn- 
ing hours of 7 August the dental pro- 
fession lost one of its most forthright and 
loyal members.

Laboratory Work Authorization Form Information 


SECTION 5a of the ILLINOIS DENTAL PRACTICE ACT, as amended by 
the 71st General Assembly and as signed by Governor Stratton on July 17, 1959, 
requires that signed work authorizations accompany all work sent to the laboratory 


by the dentist. 


The Illinois State Dental Society and the Illinois Board of Dental Examiners are 
in the process of preparing a form for approval by the Illinois Department of Registra- 


tion and Education. 


The Joint Commission on Legislation and Law Enforcement of the Illinois State 
Dental Society is working closely with the major suppliers of laboratory work authori- 
zation forms. We urge that any person, firm, or corporation which supplies dental 
laboratory work authorizations, contact the office of the Joint Commission at RAn- 
dolph 6-1470, in order to ascertain. what probably will be the final form approved by 
the Department of Registration and Education and to find out specifically what new 
legal requirements are included in Section 5a. 

This notice is being given in order that such suppliers of work authorizations may 
not go to the expense of preparing forms which could not legally be used. 

(Publishers of work authorization forms from outside the Chicago area may contact
